Disaster Averted in Canyon Fire

Foxtails, tong the bane of 
pets and pel owners, are 


named for foxtail brome The 


name is also used for any 
“sticker " type of seed The 
seeds are barbed, which 
makes it easier for them to 


Although the best way to 
rid an area of foxtails is to 
dig them out by the roots, 
most people choose to mow 
them. When mowing them, 
they should be mowed 
before they turn brown and 
then again 6-8 weeks later 
Foxtails can embed them- 
selves in skin, where they 
continue to burrow, between 
toes (especially in webbed 
footed dogs), in ears, in 
noses, in eyes, in throats 
and if “private” areas, espe- 
cially in females who squat 
to urinate 

If your pet is in a foxtail 
prone area, there are things 
that should be done to help 
prevent an issue 

After your dog ts in a fox- 
tail area, brush him thor- 
oughly. Be careful not to just 
top brush, especially if your 
dog ts heavy coated A comb 
works well too 

Check between the toes, 
which is a common place for 
foxtails to embed them- 
selves They travel up into 
the leg where they usually 
abscess and blow out 


be carried elsewhere to ger- 


Ears are also a common 
foxtail haven If your dog is 
shaking its head, holding its 
head askew, scratching at its 
ears, whining, of any Combi- 
nation of the above, a trip to 

the vet is 

needed to remove the 
foxtail before damage to the 
inner ear is done 





the ground, or has nasal dis- 
charge. A vet visit is advised 
as this can become a dan- 
gerous situation 


A foxtail in the throat often 


causes gagging and cough- 
ing. If your pet does not 
quickly resolve this, get to 
your vet 


Foxtails in the eyes are 


seen commonly in cats, who 
usually manage to be able to 
remove them when they are 
elsewhere on their bodies 
This can cause discharge, 
swelling and redness. Look 
under the lids for the foxtail 
Often, the eye becomes 
scratched and should be 
checked by a vetennarian 


if your pet has discharge 


and is licking anywhere 
excessively, especially in pn- 
vate areas, have your vet 
check your pet. Just because 
you don't see anything does- 
n't mean that it is not there 
Your vet has the necessary 
equipment to go foxtail fish- 
ing

Green Valley Man 
Viciously Beaten

A 48-year-old Green Valley man who complained about the manner 
of Green Valley resident Joseph Reinhardt's driving was beaten with a 
steel bar for his concern 

According to Deputy Dave Jennings, Palmdale Station, the victim 
was near the Green Valley Store on Spunky Canyon Rd., at about 6:30 
Pm. on June 8, 2008, when Reinhardt, 23, drove by 

“The victim told Reinhardt to slow down,” said Jennings. “ Words 
were exchanged and the younger man drove away but according to 
two witnesses he returned 15 minutes later wielding two steel bars and 
beat the victim,” he said. The alleged assailant then fled 

Personnel from L.A. County Fire Station 78 responded for prelimi- 
nary medical treatment and the victim was taken to A.V. Hospital for 
treatment of concussion and lacerations to the face and head 

According to the report, Sheriffs Deputies Martin and Kinsella, Unit 
266A, responded to investigate. Reinhardt surrendered later at 
Palmdale Station where he was booked for Assault With A Deadly 
Weapon and then released on $30,000 bail 

Deputy Jennings said, “Charges are now being considered by the 
district attorney and it appears that there is a good case.” He declined 
to identify the victim or the witnesses.

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Mental Health 
Attention Deficit Disorder

Attention Deficit 
Disorder, with or without 
hyperactivity (AD/HD) ts the 
latest in the names this 
condition has been called 
over the last hundred years 
It has now been listed in 
The Diagnostic Handbook, 
where the diagnosis makes 
a child eligible for insurance 
coverage 
There has always been 
controversy about AD/HD 
since it was first noticed 
that some children with 
seemingly adequate intelli- 
gence and conditions for 
learning tended to be day- 
dreamers or overactive and 
to be forgetful and unfo- 
cused in thei behavior 
Stmutant medication 
was helpful to some of 
these children, and this was 
always advocated by some 
and objected to by others. 
Between 5 and 15 percent 
of children seem to be 
affected Many studies 
show that about five boys 
for each girl show some of 
these characteristics, espe- 


There are many more 
(about four to one) “unfo- 
cused” children than hyper- 
active ones. The hyperac- 
tivity \s far more noticeable, 
and therefore more easily 
observed and diagnosed 
Many children with 
AD/HD have additional diffi- 
culties. Among them are 
Learning Disabilities and 
Tourette's Syndrome 
Attention Deficit 
Disorder has a genetic 
component. and tends to 
run in families. More than 
one gene appears to be 
involved and children with 
different genes may show 
different symptoms. Some 
genes appear to manifest 
themselves only if they are 
combined with environmen- 
tal toxins and/or maternal 
complications during preg- 
nancy 


What these children 
have in common is that the 
portions of the brain that 
mediate attention are five to 
ten percent smaller than 
average Many studies 
show smatier amounts of 
blood flow to that portion of 
the brain, which help with 
attention. Two recent stud- 
jes have shown that 
methylphenidate (Ritalin) 

increases this blood flow. 

Peter Jensen of NIMH’s 
recent study divided chil- 
dren into three groups. One 
group received medication, 
carefully and appropnately 
administered. A second 
received counseling for 
themselves and their fami- 
lies. 

A third group recetved 
both medication and coun- 
seling. The greatest 
improvement was shown by 
the third group, but the 
group which received med- 
ication was markedly supe- 
nor to thal receiving coun- 
seling alone 

AD/HD is a brain-based 
disorder, and a child or 
family, with the best of 
intentions, must address. 
that disorder as physically 
based 

A first step should be 
careful consultation with a 

child's teacher and physi- 
cian. What symptoms inter- 
fere with a child's success 
in school and in other areas 
of his or her life? What 
needs to change? 

A good history of his or 
her life is very useful infor- 
mation for the doctor. Many 
general physicians will refer 
@ child to a specialist for 
evaluation. It isn’t easy to 
be the parents of an AD/HD 
child, but it can be very

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Healthy Living . 
What Symptoms to Expect when You 
Improve Your Diet (Part 1)

The area of greatest misun- 
derstanding and confusion in the 
field of nutrition is the failure to 
properly understand and inter- 
pret the symptoms and changes 
which follow the beginning of a 
better nutntional program 

What is meant by a better 
nutritional program? It is the 
introduction of foods of higher 
quality in placé of lower quality 
ones 

For example, if a person 
replaces a protein rich food such 
as pork, with beef, the beef may 
be considered the superior of 
the two due to its easier 
digestibility, lower and less satu- 
rated fat content, etc 

Chicken is superior to beef 

and fish is supenor to chicken 
because of its more rapid 
digestibility and lower saturated 
fat content 

Lima beans, lentils or chick- 

peas, which are eaten at the 
same meal with vegetables, are 
superior in all the nutnents 
needed to rebuild health 

As we go higher in the scale 

of quality, we begin to include 
protein rich food which may be 
eaten in the uncooked state, 
such as cheese which is made 
from raw milk and unsalted 

Then we ascend to the nuts 
and seeds which are eaten in 
the natural state (raw and 
unsalted) 

To summarize: the closer 
the food comes to the natural 
state in which it occurs, or the 
Closer we come to its raw, 
unfired (uncooked) form, the 
higher its quality 

In this condition, all the 
enzymes are found intact. The 

amino acids are in their finest 
form. The minerals, vitamins, 
trace elements, carbohydrates 
and “life force" are present. This 
life force, in turn, is capable of 
reproducing healthy tissue 
This same classification of 

quality which we analyzed in 
relation to protein rich foods 
applies to the carbohydrates 
(the starches and sugar-rich 
foods), the fats and the mineral- 


nich foods 

The quality of a nutrition- 
al program is also improved 
by OMITTING toxic sub- 
stances such as coffee, tea, 
chocolate, tobacco, salt, pep- 
per, etc 

What is the relation of 
quality of foods to recovery 
from iliness? Ut is this ina 
nutshell the HIGHER the 
quality of food is that we eat, 
the QUICKER we recover 
from disease, provided we 
are able to properly digest 
and assimilate properly 

To this must be added 
the knowledge of the follow- 
ing 

(a) proper food combin- 
ing, 

(b) proper order of eating 
the different kinds of food at 
a meal, e g., the most easily 
digested food should be 
eaten first, the more complex 
one second, and the most 
concentrated item last, 

(c) the correct quantity of 
food to be consumed (of 
each type) in the meal, and 

(d) the correct time for 
eating (when hungry, and not 
by the clock) 

Now what happens when 
a person follows these rules 
and makes a decided 
improvement in the quality of 
the food consumed? 

Remarkable things begin 
to happen to the body as 
well as the mind. The amaz- 
ing intelligence present in 
every cell of the body and 
the wisdom of the body in its 
operation immediately 
becomes manifest 

The rule may be stated 
thus: When the quality of the 
food coming into the body is 
of higher quality than the tis- 
sues which the body is made 
of, the body begins to dis- 
card the lower grade maten- 
als and tissues to make room 
for the superior materials 
which it uses to make new 
and healthier tissue 

This is the plan of 
Nature—of evolution. The 
body is very selective and 
ALWAYS aims for improve- 
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ment for better health 

The body always tnes to 
produce health and always 
will, unless our interference 
is too great. Only then do we 
fail to recover and degener- 
ate further into disease 

The self-curing nature of 
many conditions, such as 
colds, fevers, cuts, swellings, 

injuries, etc., furnishes end- 
less examples of how the 
body tends towards health— 
ALWAYS-unless we do 
something to stop the 
process. 

What are the symptoms 
or signs which become evi- 
dent when we first begin to 
omit the lower grade foods 
and instead introduce superi- 
or foods-those which are 
more alive, more natural than 
we are accustomed to? 

When the use of a toxic 
stimulant such as coffee, tea,. 
chocolate or cocoa is sud- 
denly stopped, headaches 
are common and a letdown 
occurs. This is due to the 
discard by the body of the 
toxins called caffeine and 
theobromine, which are 
removed from the tissues 
and transported through the 
bloodstream during its many 
bodily rounds. 

Before the noxious 
agents reach their final desti- 
nation for elimination, these 
intants register in our con- 
sciousness as pain-in other 
words, headache. The let- 
down is due to the slower 
action of the heart-the rest- 
ing phase which follows the 
stimulation of more rapid 
heart action forced upon the 
body by certain poisons 
called stimulants 

The more rapid heart 
beat (or pulse) produces a 
feeling of exhilaration, and 
the slower action produces a 
depressed state of mind 

Usually, within three 
days, the symptoms vanish 
and we feel stronger due to 
the recuperation which fol- 
lows

Briefing to the Lakes Town 
Council. June 7, 2008 
By Bob Large 
This is one in a series of 
ongoing reports on the 
Antelope Valley Regional 
Water Management Plan 
(AVIRWMP) The AVIRWMP 
is a joint effort of 11 public 
agencies, plus organizations 
and concerned cilizens, to 
provide a clear vision and 
direction for the sustainable 
management of water 
resources in the Antelope 
Valley Region through 2035 
it ts part of an integrated 
state-wide effort, managed by 
the 
Department of Water 
Resources, to deal with the 
growing challenge of provid- 
ing adequate water for 
increasing and competing 
needs in the State of 
California in the face of 
increasing uncertainty in cur- 
fem sources 
Information for this report 
comes from participation in 
stakeholder meetings on the 
22nd of January and the 19th 
of May 2008 and review of 
the documents made avail- 
able 
The primary objective of 
the January meeting was to 
keep the momentum going 
for formal approval of the 
plan by all of the agencies 
involved by January 28, to 
meet the deadline for sub- 
mission for Stage 2 of 
Proposition 50 funding 
At the time of the meet- 
ing. all but two of the agen- 
Cies had approved and the 
last two signed within a day 
or two. There were also 
some adjustments and addi- 
tional detail added to the 
Seven projects that had been 
proposed for Prop 50 fund- 
ing Overall, the revised 
Seven projects were project- 
ed to cost $341.20 million 
with all but $25 million to be 
covered by local matching 
funds 
In my November report to 
the Lakes Town Council, | 
noted that a seven-person 
“leadership team” had been 


selected by the Stakeholders 
Group to oversee the imple- 
mentation of the AVIRWMP. 
under the guidance of the 
contracted facilitator, Ken 
Kirby 

Al the January meeting 
Ken proposed that Gretchen 
Gutierrez, one of the select- 

ed leaders, be selected as 
the primary POC (convener 
for the Leadership Team) 
proposed that future 
Stakeholder meetings be led 
by rotating members of the 
Leadership Team and recom- 
mended that the Leadership 
Team meet with the contrac- 
tors regarding the potential 
for future support services 
An agenda item at the 
January meeting was a letter 
from the Los Angeles County 
Farm Bureau (LACFB) 
protesting the selection of 
Dave Rizzo to represent the 
“Agriculture” interest area of 
the Leadership Team. Their 
argument was that he could 
not effectively represent the 
local AV farming interdsts 
because he was an employ- 
ee of a large agricultural 
interest located outside the 
AV and was a member of the 
Antelope Valley East Kern 
Water Agency (AVEK) board 
at the time AVEK sued all the 
farmers in the AV (Re: My 
earlier report on the 
“Adjudication Issue) 

LACFB proposed that 
their executive director 
Laura Blank, be selected in 
leu of Mr. Riuo 
Unfortunately, | had a sched- 
ule conflict and had to leave 
the meeting before this item 
was discussed However, | 

noted that in subsequent 
minutes, Mr Rizzo ts still 
Serving on the Leadership 
Team 
The agenda for the May 
19 meeting included an 
update on the Leadership 
Team meetings (including 
handouts of the minutes), 
recycling and water supply 
reports, and a discussion of 
long-term governance. 
Despite an intense effort by 
the Team, they reported that 
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on the 8th of May they got 
word that AV had received 
zero funding from Prop 50 
allocations 

During Round 1 (which 


did not involve AV), $307 mil 


lion was allocated, with $182 
million going to Northern Cal 
and $125 million to Southern 
Cal 
In Round 2, there were 
initially 28 applications, 
reduced to nine by Step 2 
After reductions in funding of 
$163 million, only one of the 
nine proposals was fully 
funded, three were partially 
funded and four (including 
AV) were not funded at all 
Only Santa Barbara and San 
Diego in Southern Cal 
received funding 
The Leadership Team was 
continuing to press for mov- 
ing Prop 84 funding forward 
They had participated in a 
workshop on Prop 84 funding 
(‘09-10 funds) and it was 
looking like $27 million might 
be allocated to the three 
regions within the Lahontan 
Hydrologic Region, which 
would mean $9 million each 
They were continuing to 
press for release of an unal- 
located $100 million, but obvi- 
ously, the overall health of 
the California budget had to 
be a concern 
Team member Randy 
Williams briefed the gover- 
nance question At the time 
the Leadership Team was 
formed and objectives set for 
it by the Stakeholder Group, 
no permanent legal structure 
had been defined Rather 
the Team operates as an 
extension of the informal 
cooperative association that 
assembied the plan 
They were tasked to pro- 
pose a permanent structure 
within two years. Randy 
argued that this lake of for- 
mal authority worked to a dis- 
advantage for the AV com- 
Pared to the other competing 
areas for Prop 50 funding, 
and proposed moving up the 
time line 
The Group supported 
acceleration of the gover- 
nance study and addition of 
that committee to ones for 
recycled water, new supplies 
and water conservation 
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OBSERVATIONS 
At both the recent meet- 
ings concerning Community 
Standards and the “Town and 
Country” (AV Plan) visioning 
exercise, concern was 
expressed by residents that 
the developers have financial 
and political power to over- 
come the objections of the 
rural residents. Since water 
availability may be the limit- 
ing factor for further develop- 
ment in the Valley, the ability 
of the developers, represent- 
ed by the Building Industry 
Association (BIA), to shape 
this dialog has to be a con- 
cem 
So far, the BIA has seen 
their Antelope Valley Region 
executive director chosen to 
be on the Leadership Team, 
the Team has been meeting 
in the BIA facilities, and their 
executive director has been 
selected as the point of con- 
tact for the Leadership Team 
In addition, the BIA is the 
only non-public organization 
that has contributed the thou- 
sands of dollars that funds 
the operation of the 
Leadership Team, but is done 
in a way that does nol list 
them with the 11 members of 
the Regional Water 
Management Group 
We are fortunate to have 
Wayne Argo (ARTC director) 
speaking for the Public / 
Land Owners / Town Council 
interest area and Vickie 
Nelson of the Ante.ope Acres 
Town Council speaking for 
the Mutual Water Company 
interest area, but their selec- 
tion was not a given, and 
could change in the future 
The formation of a formal, 
publicly elected legal entity, 
such as a Regional Water 
Management Authority, could 
provide permanent protec- 
tion, but it has its own chal- 
lenges for The Lakes. Since 
the Lakes are in the South 
Coast Hydrologic Region in 
terms of watershed, they are 
not within the AVIRWMP 
boundary, yet Elizabeth Lake 
gets their water from AVEK 
80 are very dependent on the 
AV Plan. We need to slay 
involved in the ongoing evo- 
lution of the management 
structure which controls the 
future water supply in our 
area

PRAY FOR OUR 
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Adolescent Violence: 
against Parents

“Because of a dearth of 
information about parent 
abuse, it ts not known how 
often it occurs,” says Barbara 
Cottrell in Parent Abuse: The 
Abuse of Parents by Their 
Teenage Children 

There is also a severe 
lack of resources and sup- 
ports, according to Cottrell 

"Many parents feel that 
the resources available seem 
to blame and defeat them 
rather than offer support,” 
says Cottrell “They often suf- 
fer abuse in isolation 
because of the shame and 
lack of public awareness 
attached to the issue. 
Hospitals, shelters and other 
institutions lack information 
about the topic and rarely ask 
the questions that could 
break through the silence 
and lead parents to gain sup- 


US data estimates the 
incidence of adolescent-to- 
parent violence in_a two-par- 
ent family ts between 7% and 
18%. The rate of abuse ina 
one-parent family can be as 
high as 29%. A 1980 study 
completed by Straus, Gelles 
& Steinmetsz states that two 
million parents were struck by 
their adolescents, while 
900,000 of these parents 
have experienced severe 
abusive episodes. 

Do these figures surprise 
you? 

When we think of abuse 
within a family we think of 
violence perpetrated by peo- 
ple who have power over oth- 
ers: a husband abusing his 
wife, an adult abusing a child. 
We think that parents have 
Power over children so it is 


Types of abuse parents 
suffer at the hands of their 
adolescent vary Verbal 
abuse, often the predictor of 
future physical abuse, con- 

sists of verbally aggressive 
behavior This behavior 
includes accusations, rejec- 


tions, refusals to talk and 
attacks on the parents’ char- 
acter, competence or back- 
ground. Teasing. swearing, 
ndicule, cursing and insults 
also fall into this category of 
abuse 

Physical abuse includes 
acts that are intentional and 
that cause physical harm 
against a person Hitting, 
kicking, shoving, pushing 
slapping or biting constitute 

physical abuse 

Attempting to shoot, stab 
or strangle another are obvi- 
ously acts of physical abuse 
Studies done in the United 
States found that between 9 
and 18 percent of parents 
are hit by thei adolescent 
children (Agnew and Huguley 
1989) 

i may be surprising to 
some, but the third type of 
abuse, emotional abuse, is 
considered by many parents 
to be the most hurtful 
“Bruises heal,” says one 
mother, a vicum of abuse by 
her adolescent son, “but 
words stick in your mind for- 
ever” 

Emotional abuse comes 
in the forms of intimidating | 
the parent, playing malicious 
mind games (making parents 
doubt their sanity), running 
away from home, lying, 
threats, manipulation, 
degrading the parent or other 
family member, withholding 
affection or using subversive 
methods to control the family. 

One method a child uses 
to intimidate a parent is that 
the child will call child protec- 
tive services or 911 if a par- 
ent refuses to do as the child 
wishes. Parents easily fold 
under such threats. Once 
agencies infiltrate themselves 
into the workings of a family, 
things can get very compli- 
cated very fast. 

Jerome A. Price says in 
his book. Power and 
Compassion: Working with 
Difficult Adolescents and 
Abused Parents, “There are 
some obvious problems with 
the manner in which child 

Protection is carried out. Any 
experienced attorney will 
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advise parents to do exactly 
what the caseworker says, 
because parents have few 
nights. In a courtroom a per- 
son is innocent until proven 
guilty; in child protection 
cases parents are guilty until 
proven innocent.” 

Dr Nancy Eckstein states 
in her article, Emergent 
Issues in Families 
Experiencing Adolescent-to- 
Parent Abuse, (Western 
Journal of Communication, 
September 22, 2004), 
“Emotionally abusive tactics 
undermine parents’ personal 
or interpersonal competence, 
affects their ability to function 
in the typical parent role, 
compromises self-esteem, 
and instills the belief of nega- 
tive personality characteris- 
tics resulting in emotional 
distress ~ 

That is the danger in 
refusing to acknowledge the 
presence of adolescent-to- 
parent abuse. Parents get 
caught in a downward spiral 
of loss of esteem and power. 


and that they are bad par- 
ents. With no one to lift them 
out of thew despair, their situ- 
ation only gets worse 
The collapse of self- 
esteem and self confidence 
are-not the only losses par- 
ents can suffer. An abuse 
not often thought of is finan- 
cial abuse. It isn’t unusual 
for parents to lose jobs, 
homes and even their fami- 
lies. Stealing, selling anoth- 
er's possessions without per- 
mission, destruction of the 
belongings or property of 
family members and incur- 
fing debts the parent must 
cover are forms of financial 
abuse 
Repeated abuse of a per- 

son of any age, in any form, 
causes the victim to feel 
powerless and personal pow- 
erlessness can be crippling 
“The most crippling part of 
developing a sense of per- 
sonal powerlessness is not 
just that others responded 
negatively to us, but that we 
had to deal with it by our- 
selves,” says a victim quoted 
in the book Who's to Blame? 
by Carmen Renee Berry, 
MSW and Mark W. Baker, 


PhO 

The victim continues, “No 
one was there to say they 
understood, to talk about it, 
or to just be with us.~ 

The only “help” most par- 
ents of abusive children 
receive is blame. Blame 
because they punished their 
child, thereby making them 
abusive parents. Blame 
because they didn’t punish 
their child, thereby making 
them indulgent parents. 

“First, parents often avoid 
talking about abusive 
episodes because they were 
either blamed or blamed 
themselves for their own vic- 
timization,” says a 1981 
study by Cornell & Gelles. 
“These parents need under- 
standing, support and 
encouragement, not repr- 
mands. They need help, not 
more problems brought on by 
a society that refuses to 
acknowledge or understand 
adolescent-to-parent abuse.“ 

If a woman ts hit by her 
husband, she can seek help 
and agencies respond by 
offering protection and 
resources for assistance Ia 
woman reports being hit by 
her child, people might 
respond, “What did you do to 
deserve it,” Jerome A. Price 
says in his book, Power and 
Compassion: Working with 
Difficult Adolescents and 
Abused Parents 

It’s time to take this taboo 
subject out of the closet, 
open it up, discuss it and 
acknowledge that adolescent 
~to-parent abuse happens 
and find help for abused par- 
ents

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County Analysis 
Wrong, says 
Leona Valley

Leona Valley residents are 
still dissatisfied with the the 
county's enforcement, or lack 
thereof, of Leona Valley's 
Community Standards 

Discussion continued at 
the June 9 town meeting 
about the offensive off-site 
lighting of certain properties, 
one of which has been a 
thorn in the side of resident 
Kari Pearcy for two years 

Pearcy told the council 
that the county concluded that 
a neighbor's lighting, which 
they admitted sheds a glare 
and a glow onto his property - 
was acceptable, even though 
no permits had even been 
pulled for the electrical work 

Council member Alice 
Benoit concurred with 
Pearcy's objections, saying 
that the the county's analysis 
of the siti ‘ect. “| 
will write a letter to Reg 
Planning telling them we dis- 
agree with their decision,” 
said Benoit 

Pearcy, who noted that he 
has cited four violations, 
added that he is waiting for 
the county to start enforcing 
the CSDs. “I haven't seen one 
(illegally placed) brick or 
stone come down,” he said. 
“For the good of the town, 
something has got to be done 
about it,” said Pearcy. 
“Otherwise, it's neighbor 
against neighbor.” 

Benoit noted that Leona 
Valley's revised Community 
Standards document will have 
a grandfather clause that will 
require residents with building 
violations to bring them up to 
code. 

Benoit also reported that 
Regional Planning has drafted 
exterior lighting standards for 
the county which are much 
more permissive than Leona 
Valley's. “They allow 25,000 
lumens; our CSD allows 
8,000,” said Benoit. “We need 
to do a critique of this for 
Regional Planning,” she said. 

Benoit said she would find 
out whether the county's stan- 
dards would take precedence 
over the Community 
Standards District document

| have always favored public 
supported media over any 
other form as then the public 
determines coverage and 
not the vested interests of 
corporations and business- 
es 
The longest day of the 
year has come and gone. | 
often think in terms of the 
seasons being from the 
longest day to the shortest 
day and back to the longest 
in between are a number of 
mini-seasons Plants are 


aware of the shortening of 
day length and vice versa 
| have found that melons 
in particular do better if 
planted sometime in mid- to 
late May rather than later, 
but this year Spring was 
such a cool penod most of 
the time that the young 
melon and cucumber piants 
just didn’t want to take off 
Add the ongoing wind to 
the situation and excessive 
watering, and the stems of 
the young plants just above 
and below the soil rot and 
the plant dies. So | had to 
do some reseeding later in 
the season than | like to 
Last year | grew many 
squashes around one of my 
woodpiles Throughout the 
winter | burned logs from 
that pile. As | reached 
towards the bottom of the 
pile | encountered huge 
numbers of squash bugs! 
This season | waited 
before pianting any squash 
plants. Sure enough some 
Squash bugs showed up 
where squash plants had 


been but there were none 
for them Surprisingly | did 
find a number of squash 
bugs hanging out on my 
blackberry bushes but they 
don't lay eggs there so they 
can't reproduce there 
Planting later in the season 
ts a good ploy for dealing 
with squash bugs 
Also last year | did not 
grow any coles throughout 
the winter so aphids did not 
have any plants to survive 
the winter on 
| started my broccoli 
plants in the greenhouse in 
mid-winter and later trans- 
planted to the garden | 
have yet to see any aphids 
this year, which truly amazes 
me. This is another way of 
dealing with insect pests 
Timing 
| still got plenty of broc- 
coli but the heads developed 
later in the season. If broc- 
coli is planted around mid- 
August. and stands through 
the winter, then the heads 
will begin to show as early 
as late February but really 
start to take off some time in 
March 
Greenhouse started broc- 
coli planted in late February 
produces heads much later 
in the season and | am still 
cutting heads 
| read that a very good 
winter growing cole is 
Brussels sprouts and that 
they are one of the very best 
cole cold hardy vaneties A 
broccoli | haven't tned but is 
highly cold hardy recom- 
mended is Purple Sprouting 
Check Territorial Seeds and 
while you're at it order your 
garlic cloves for October 
planting Territorial Seeds 
puts out a fall and winter 
gardening cata-log It is fairly 
thin. 

Bees are still almost non- 
existent at my place. | have 
been asking around and find 
this to be a common prob- 
lem. However bees are very 
numerous in the Elizabeth 
Lake area and | saw many 

bees, especially bumblebees 
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at one member's place 

I nobced many people in 
her area have lots of flower- 
ing plants but there is also 
the lake and the wild areas 
around the lake with plenty 
of water and habitat. So! 
am wondering if the ongoing 
drought has had something 
to do with the diminishing 
bees? 

More and more people 
are showing up al the 
Gardener's Co-op meetings 
but not everyone comes to 
every meeting More people 
have been coming to my 
place and | could have had 
more than | have but illness 
laid me up for a few weeks 
and | had to curtail the flow 
of people 

As the co-op expands 
and individuals become 
more productive we will see 
more produce and meat 
being exchanged as well as 
work and knowledge 

| have a large crop of 
aged valerian and am look- 
ing for someone to dig up 
much of the crop, clean and 
chop the roots for one haif of 
the yreld Valenan root is a 
very reliable muscle relaxant 
from which Valium was ongi- 
nally produced but valenan 
does not have any of the 
addictive qualites of the 
synthetic Valium

To a lesser extent, the same process occurs when we abandon lower quality foods and 
replace them with better foods 

Lower quality foods are those that have undergone more preparation Spices, salt and 
other ingredients have been added, and they tend to be more stimulating than less prepared 
and more natural foods 

Animal foods such as meat, fowl, fish, etc. are more stimulating than less prepared and 
more natural foods. They are also moye stimulating than cheese, nuts and vegetable proteins 

Consequently, the withdrawal of stimulation which follows the abandonment of animal food 
produces a slower heart action—a resting phase--which registers in the mind as relaxation or a 
decrease in energy 

This initial letdown lasts about 10 days or slightly longer and ts followed by an increase of 
strength, a feeling of diminishing stress and greater wellbeing 

Now, let us return to the symptoms which occur in the process of regeneration 

The person who starts a better diet, stays on it for three days to a week and then quits will 
say, “Oh! | felt better on the old diet, the new one made me feel weak." 

He failed because he didn't give his body a chance to adjust and complete its first phase 
of action--recuperation If he had waited a while longer, he would have begun to feel better 
than before he started 

During this initial phase (lasting about 10 days on the average to several weeks in others), 
the vital energies which are usually in the periphery or external part of the body such as the 
muscles and skin, begin to move to the vital internal organs and start reconstruction 

This shunting of much of the power to the internal region produces a feeling of less energy 
in the muscles, which the mind interprets as weakness

tned to smile and make him 
feel beautiful * 

She said he grneved 
because he didn't want any- 
one to see him in that condi- 
tion but he became physical- 
ly unable to end his own life 
or even to speak 

Issa reflected on the suf- 
fering of Jesus during cruci- 
fixion and although both 
ladies honored God's will 
and California law, they now 
live with regret that Fernando 
was deprived of a more dig- 
nified passing Consequently 
they now favor assisted 
death such as Oregon 
allows 

Among the many issues 
too complex to explore fully 
in this article is the effect 
slow death has on others 

My 68-year-old brother-in- 
law died after wasting away 
for two years, while enduring 
two costly surgeries for brain 
cancer 

Changing his diapers and 
coping with other physical 
and medical needs of this 
modest, dignified man was 
excruciating for all of us, but 
moatly for him and his devot- 
ed wile 

| know he never fully 
understood the emotional, 
Physical and financial bur- 
dens on others even with 
insurance and the wonderful 
aid of hospice 

Some readers are 
appalied at deliberately end- 
ing a human life. And it's true 


that any type of suicide trau- 
matizes some survivors, but 
does that outweigh the 
adversities to caretakers who 
must otherwise care for the 
afflicted? 

The belief that only God 
can give or take life is not 
negotiable for most 
Christians But is it also 
immoral to legally withdraw 
life support, food, or water 
when the afflicted plead to 
hasten death? 

Although suicide ts not a 
crime in California, anyone 
who advises, encourages, or 
assists may be prosecuted 
Michigan law had no suicide 
Provisions when “Dr Death," 
Jack Kevorkian assisted 130 
to die over the span of ten 
years. So the state convicted 
him of First Degree Murder 
and he served eight years of 
a 25-year sentence 

Oregon is the only state 
currently permitting euthana- 
sia Doctors there reported 
assisting 341 terminally ill 
patients during the past 10 
years. There were probably 
more that went unreported 

California law did not 
allow Issa Cordova and Ima 
to help Fernando die, but 
they hope laws will change to 
give residents of all states a 
choice 

Thew expenence may 
help others think things 
through before grief and anxt- 
ety cloud their reasoning 
They also hope for feedback 
from readers. | appreciate 
their posing the question 
because they agree with 
“The Way | See It!"
